EARLY BLOOMING CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


This year, we are keeping many varieties of mums, 
and have also added a few more varieties, that have 
proven to be dependable. These mums have been listed 
to us as early, frost resistant and hardy with protection. 
All plants we send out in the spring are from 2%”’ pots; 
which make large flowering clumps by fall. All mum 
plants have been treated with sodium selenate, making 
them immune from disease. 


Select a rich, well drained soil—sheltered yet sunny 
location, Mums love lots of fresh air; plenty of water, 
and fertilizer. Be sure to divide your old clumps the 
following spring, or plant new potted ones. In replanting 
these clumps, always divide them into individual shoots. 
Those from the outside of the clump are the strongest 
and should be retained; discard the old center crown, or 
stalk. Give ample room for proper growth and for cul- 
tivation; spacing 18 inches to 2 ft. apart in the rows. 
Water well, then cultivate the ground before it is 
allowed to dry out. After the middle of August cease all 
cultivation so that the side shoots that make plants for 
-next year can begin to form. 


We strongly advise the purchase of chrysanthemums 
in quantities of 3 or more of one kind, since a group of 
3 or more plants make a more striking and effec- 
tive color mass in the garden,

border, or for the foundation planting, and are as 
follows:

*Before planting a new bed of Iris, dig in plant 
food and cultivate well at least two weeks before roots 
are set, This allows soil to settle. When ready to plant, 
dig two slanting holes leaving a dividing ridge in the 
center. This eliminates air pockets under the rhizome. 


Place rhizome directly over center of ridge and 
spread feeding roots evenly to each side. Since ground 
underneath has not been disturbed, no settling will occur. 


By spreading roots to either side, the plant is 
securely anchored. Pull dirt in toward plant from either 
side. By pressing on top of root, proper planting depth 
may be regulated. Firm with foot and water_ well.

PEONIES 


We have been requested by our many customers 
to give them a brief summary on the art of planting 
peonies so they might have blooms the following spring. 


For best results peonies should be planted in Sep- 
tember or October in full sun; and spaced about 38 feet 
apart. 


Dig the holes as big and deep as the peony root and 
then dig two inches deeper. Put in a handful of well-rotted 
manure or a Tablespoon of Commercial Fertiziler, mix- 
ing thoroughly with soil, then add two inches of top soil, 
placing the peony roots on this, taking care that the 
peony roots do not touch the manure or fertilizer. Plant 
the peony so that the eyes or buds are an inch below the 
surface of the soil. Pack the soil firmly about the roots 
and crevices of the peony so there will be no air pockets; 
then when it is packed firmly about the eyes, tramp 
about the plant so as to firm the soil. Taking care not 
to bruise the eyes or buds, 


Then pour in one bucket of water, leave water seep 
away entirely, then with a rake loosely cover the top 
of peony with the remainder of soil; so eyes are about 1 
to 2 inches covered. Don’t tramp on soil, but leave ground 
loosely so it will act as a mulch for the plant. Peonies 
should be mulched the first year after planting to pre- 
vent heaving; after they are well established no protec- 
tion 1s necessary. 


Very little cultivation is necessary except to remove 
weeds. The best time to destroy weeds is very early in 
the spring before the plants have made much growth, 
or late in fall after the tops have been cut off. During 
the summer, the top two inches of soil should be kept 
loose by shallow hoeing, 


Remember, that when picking peony flowers it is 
advisable to leave at least 8 flowering stalks complete. 
However, take no more stem than is actually required 
for the arrangement. Leave at least 2 or 3 leaves below 
the point where the stem is cut. If the foliage is cut back 
shortly after blooming the plants are deprived of 
their next year’s food supply. The foliage of the peony 
should not be cut off until it has been killed by hard 
frosts. If the foliage has dried off, then cut it off to the 
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ground the first of September, and burn to prevent the 
spread of disease.
